If Twin Fnll.i progres.ies, Its 
bu.slness will expand. When It.'s business en 
pands, the Income of its rciidentfl Increojiea. 

That, bluntly, Is the dollar angle. 

But more important than thai Is the long- 
range investment In a belter place to live. 
In keeping this community out ahead, In ex 
panding the dividends it pays us as the live 
wire city we're proud to live in, 

A half moribund town, afraid to Invest In 
Itself and its future, can'l give us those 
things. 

The Times-News believes unequivocally 
that voters Tuciday should endorse all of th 
four bond projects. 

1. _Tho airport. For a S25O.000 Investment 
— which will bring at least $250,000 and prob 
ably more from federal funds— Twin FaH.-* 
can secure a class III airport capable of han 
dllng all types ot planes flying today. It wil 
have the nece.ssary buildings, weather sta- 
tion, radio signal station, beacon. 5,000-foot 
paved runways . . . and without It Twin Fall.i 
cannot secure real airline .service. Without It 
Twin Falls will once more be .shunted to 
"branch line." 

2. Sower system. For 5200,000 the city will 
secure 24,000 feet of trunkllne sewer. Tlils will 
mean relief for the present Inadequate and 
overworked trunk lines; will provide for ad- 
ditional building property for new homes; 
will give sower service to South Park and 
other properties adjacent to It, Without this 
project the prospect, without mincing words, 
la this: No substantial amount of building 
can be done. The city's growth will be sty- 
mied. 

3. Water system. For 5150,000 the city can 
secure an expansion of its system, with larger 
pipe lines, to assure full supply. etiuallKC 
pressure in all areas. Increase fire protection 
{protection now for the haspltal is complete- 
ly inadequate). The system is e.ssentlal if 
home building goes forward. The water rev- 
enues In themselves will create revenue suf- 
ficient to continue expansion on a 25-year 
plan. 

4. City building. For $150,000 the city will 
secure an adequate municipal building with 
8 350-seat public meeting hall for conven- 
tions. The "city hall" now is a joke for a com- 
munity of this size, let alone a city ot the size 
Twin Falls can become. Efficient operation 
of municipal government alone should be 
argument enough for this project.

BAD SETTING FOR A TANTRUM 
Florello LaGuardla has really pitched In 
and started things moving since ho took over 
as director general of UNRRA. But besides 
brlnBlng to his new job the dynamic energy 
which ho displayed as mayor of New York, he 
scema also to have retained some of the less 
winning qualities of temperament which also 
marlced his long term in office. 

For instance, he recently warned a con- 
Breasman, during a broadcast, that this legis-

He 
threatened to quit "If there Li any haggling, 
any bitterness, any controversy or bad taste 
over this appropriation."

Mr. LaOuardla cannot aveiestlmate the 
Importance of the tremendous and fateful 
Job which he has tackled, and which he has 
Memed to do BO well up to now, He can vastly 
orereAthaate his peraonal importance In that 
Job. 

Tbt 1800,000,000 which Mr. LaOuardla asks 
for 1TNRRA Is Intended to buy food for atarr- 
tng people. They do not care Jvhether the 
money la appropriated with bad taste or 
good. They only want the food which the 
jnoney wUl boy.
